The people of Uritisli Columbin— :io, the 
people of New Weslminalor have kIvcii up 
conventions us a means of orig'uiiilint,' nicui- 
orials to the llotno Guvenunent, nnd have 
reaorlod to the expodioiit of a public meet- 
ing, called under the auspices of Ihojr Towi. 
Council. It strikes us that tl'io ne w expe- 
dient scarcely lalliiBS with the letter of i!io 
inemomi. - iThat documoht. is beaded— 
« TiiS;,'A(iin6'rial- of British subjects, resident 
itt BriUsh-Cplumbia.'' If instead of '• resi- 
dent in 'Brjii'sh Columbiii," it read " resident 
iO'.'New Weslmitister, British Columbiii," 
there would, in our opinion, bo gror.ttn truth 
in it. It is not unlikoly that a very few 
persons from the up-river districts may have 
been presuiil at tlio meeting; but they 
possessed no authority to speak fui- their 
districts. If there had been a convention 
in which the river and Cariboo districts 
^vere fajrly represented, then the memorial 
might fairly and in liuth be said to e.xpress 
the views of "residonls in British . Colum- 
bia," though hb'rof the whole British po[ui- 
lation. mate these remarks not fruin a 
captious spirit J but in order to a proper un- 
derstandinp; of the memorial itself. Many 
bf 'ijs provisions we wdrraly support ; others 
•we 'oppose. .Bul we cannot second n mem- 
orial in itsrenlirely as the erabcdiment of 
the feelings of-British Columbians when we 
are persuaded that it is no such thin;;. Our 
opinion is that the memorial fully represents
